1. U.S. POSITION CONVEYED ORALLY TO MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL 
APFAIRS PERMANENT SECRETARY WILLIAMS, AND DIPLOMATIC NOTE 
BEING TRANSMITTED TO MINISTRY EXPLAINING U.S. POSITION. 

WILLIAMS SAID THIS ISSUE HAD BEEN REPERRED TO MINISTRY OP 
COMMUNICATIONS FOR RECOMMENDATION ON GOB POSITION AND THAT 
PINAL ACTION HAD NOT REPEAT NOT YET BEEN TAKEN. WHEN 
QUESTIONED PURTHER, WILLIAMS INDICATED GOB POSITION WOULD 
PROBABLY BE SIMILAR TO OURS. HE SAID BARBADOS WOULD BE 
REPRESENTED AT ASSEMBLY BY REPRESENTATIVE FROM BARBADIAN 
EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON. 

2. ROC AMBASSADOR HERE HAS ADVISED US THAT HE HAS ALREADY 
SUBMITTED NOTE TO GOB REQUESTING THEIR SUPPORT. HE SAID HE 
HAS ALSO DISCUSSED THIS ISSUE WITH MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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APFAIRS MOE AND WITH MINISTER OP COMMUNICATIONS SMITH, BOTH 
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OF WHOM INDICATED BARBADOS COULD BE EXPECTED TO SUPPORT 
ROC.
